Washlacton, March 11.— The prosl- 
dent granted a special audience to 
MeHrs. Wenetlay Borda, jr., and Vin- 
'canta Baldbas, members of the Porto 
Rican commission which was appoint- 
ed at a mass mt ctiiiK of the citizenu at 
San Juan F"h. 2, to protest a-rainst 
the law enacted by the insular leglsla- 
tara known as the Hollander bill. 
This measure provides for the raising 
of revenue by proixTty and exrlao 
taxes. Messrs. Porda and lialdbas 
were accompanied by Freeman Hal 
stead, secretary of the commission, 
Pedro Salacar, the third commissioner, 
being detained In New York. The 
eommlaaloners presented a formal pro- 
test which enumerated a series of 18 
objections to the law. It is contended 
that there exists today In Porto Rico, 
"three taxea lerled and collected for 
tho same purpose, from the Impover- 
ished pockets of the people," viz: Tho 
new excise taxes under the Hollander 
law, the old insular and municipal tax- 
es and the customs duties under the 
Porto Rican civil government act. 
Any of these it is held, is sufficient to 
cover the budget. Under the bill 
$500,000 or more will be collected 
semi-annually In advance, the protest 
says, thereby lessening' the money In 
circulation (of wblrh there is less than 
$2,000, 000) and producing a state of 
Impoverishment and business stagna- 
tion as the taxes are collected by sum- 
mary procesa. It Is asserted that the 
measure Is both an Income and prop- 
erty tax law, that two of tho principal 
industries of the island (rum and to- 
bacco) are taxed so heavily their pro- 
duction under present conditions Is 
practically prohibited; that the only 
standard of valuation of property will 
be the personal opinion of the assess- 
ors and as they may be appointed by 
political favor there Is danger of In- 
jostlce to a large section of the com- 
munity from excessive valuations in 
view of the fact that no municipal 
budgets have been prepared and no re- 
liable estimate of the value of the tax- 
able property of the island made. The 
great mass of the property owners be- 
lieve, it is claimed, that the Interests 
of the islands w'ill f)e best conserved 
by a continuance under the present 
law, which has worked well to the 
present time. The people of Porto 
Rico, the protest sets forth, are ready 
and willing to meet all taxes necessary 
for the maintenance of order, justice 
and good government, but they strenu 
ously object to a tax law, the amount 
of which la uncertain since no valua- 
tion of property has ever been niaile 
In the island and whi< h has been iin 
posed upon them without due regard 
to the actual conditions of the coun- 
try, the necessities of the taxpayers 
and in a manner which severely op- 
presses the wealthy producers of Fo'-- 
to Rico at a time wli^ n the island has 
not yet recovered from the ruinous ef- 
fect of the recent hurricane and from 
the 40 per cent reduction of its circu- 
lating medium by the exchange of the 
provincial money for the United States 
currency, still further reduced by the 
excess of imports over exports. The 
commissioners ask the president that 
Qovemor Allen be directed to call a 
special session of the legislature to 
amend the law In a manner which will 
relieve the people of the burdens com- 
plained of and that the governor be 
directed to exercise car* iB tha ap- 
pointment of the assessors. 

The commissioners also presented a 
petition of bankers, merchants and 
other business men of New York and 
Philadelphia praying that the protest 
be given due consideration. 

Dakota Revenue District

Only 
three opinions were delivered, all of 
minor Importance, which is taken to 
mean that the court is devoting it.s 
time lugtity to the insular cases.

TWO OOMPAIIEB ICTT. 

Anerican Lrig«tlon Cinxrd at Pekloff. 
Question of Quarters. 
Peking. March 11. — Com'panlca A 

and B of the Ninth United States In 
fantry have been notified that they are 
to remain in China. It is believed that 
Major Robertson will command them. 
VI any Amerloaaa barfvrgo tha laglS' 
lature to use its influence to have at 
least two field guns and enough artil- 
lerymen to work tliem left. They say 
that during the siege these guns would 
have been more valuable than 200 
armed men and that necessity for 
their use is liable to occur again. 

The American field telegraph lino 
Which was constructed here, has ceas- 
ed operations and the wire has been 
colled In preparation for shipment to 
Manilla. The «iuestioB of quarters for 
the American troops remaining In Pe 
king is still the subject of discussion. 
Army men favor the temple of agri- 
culture as being healthier and suffici- 
ently near the legation for troops to be 
sent there In a hurry as an additional 
daily guard should circumstances 
arise rendering it necessary. They 
think the court's objections are magni- 
fied. It Is not likely the British will 
relinQuish the Temple of Heaven, and 
they will certainly require the perma- 
nent bulldinB lieinK erected then-. The 
only other available place ready is a 
palace belonging to one of the princes, 
far from the legation in the middle of 
tJte Tartar city. 

Conger ttarts Home. 

Peking, March 11. — United States 
Minister Conger has left on his return 
home. All the foreiKU minist«'rs bade 
him farewell at the railway station. 
Besides the foreign representatives a 
large crowd gathered at the station to 
bid the minister and family farewell. 
Mr. Conger's 60 days' leave of ab- 
sence will begin when he reaches San 
Francisco on his homeward journey. 

Washington, March 11.— Mr. Conger 
cabled the state department as fol- 
lows: "I leave Peking today for Amer- 
ica. Squiers is left in charge," Thus 
it appears clearly that Mr. Rockhiil is 
not successor to Mr. Conger as United 
States minister at Peking at this time, 
but simply a special commissioner 
limited In his functions to the nego- 
tiations with the Chinese government 
and the other ministers for a settle- 
ment of the troubles growing out ot 
the Boxer uprising. 

Russia Impatient 
London. March 11. — A dispatch Just 
received from Shanghai dated March 

II says: "It is reported upon trust- 
worthy authority that Russia has no- 
tified China that unless the Manchur- 
lan convention is signed at an early 
named date Russia will withdraw the 
convention and substitute harder 
terms in Its place. LI Hung Chang de- 
clares he is powerless to resist and 
has appealed to the United States, 
Great Britain. Germany and Japan to 
Intervene in China's behalf. Consid- 
erable uneasiness in consequence of 
the extreme friction is believed to ex- 
ist between the Yang TSO TkMroys and 
Li Hung Chang." 

LI Hung Chang's Health. 
Peking, March 11. — Despite the re- 
port that Li Hung Chang is seriously 

III and that his life hangs by a thread, 

his physicians say his condition would 

not be dangerous except for his ad- 
vanced a^e. They are extremely hope- 
ful of being able to bring him through. 

Germans Seize a Gate. 
Berlin, Marcn 11. — The war office 
has received the following dispatch 
from Count Von Waldersas, dated Pe- 
king: "Colonel Ledebur's column 
stormed a gate of the great wall 80 
miles west of I'ao Ting Ptt, Friday, 
March 8, capturing four guns." 

Condition of German Colonies. 
Berlin, March 11. — In the relchstag 
during the debate on the budget for 
German East Africa, Herr Bebel, So- 
cialist, made several very sevaro at- 
tacks on the administration of the col- 
onies. Dr. Stuebel, secretary of the 
colonial office in a lengthy reply ad- 
mitted that the commercial conditions 
in the colonies wei not so good as 
might bo wtohad, but this was ax- 
plalned as principally due to a lack of 
communications. The revolts were not 
due to the collection of taxes nor the 
execution of 10 Chiefs, which had oc- 
curred under otrenmstaaoas adnltting 
of no other course. Slavery was no 
longer legal. The only slaves now are 
thOBO bo m la slavery.

Bloemfontcln, March 11. — General 
Dewct is reported to be moving north- 
ward steadily at the rate of miles a 
day. with a view of crossing the rail- 
way to the eastward.

Boiler Explosion Horror. 
Chicago. March 11. — Hy the explo- 
sion of thi' boiler of the Uoremus 
laundry, occupying part of the old 
Waverly theater building on West 
Madison street, the biiilding was 
wrecked ami immediately took flre. 
There were about ;?(» girls and from 50 
to 60 male employes in the building. 
Eight dead bodies have been taken 
from the ruins, while the number of 
injured wiU reach 26. Several other 
employes are reported missing. The 
explosion took place at a time when 
many of the employes of the laundry 
had gone to work. A time register 
found In the ruins showed that 36 had 
already reported for duty while two or 
three others were known to liave just 
entered the building. The force of the 
explosion was so terrific that buildiag^ 
for blocks around were shaken as If 
by an earthquake and hundreds of 
windows were shattered.

REJEOT ED BY B BITAIJ. 

AaseadMeata to the H«y.Pauneefote 
f Treaty Turned Down. 

Washington, March 11.— The an- 
swer of the British government to the 
senate's amemlments to the llay- 
Pauncefote tre;ity, was received by the 
British ambassador and communicated 
to Secretary Hay. 

The British answer Is a dignifled but 
complete rejection of tho senate 
amendments and it leaves upon tho 
United States government the respon- 
sibilities for any further action that 
may be deemed expedient. 

Lord Pauncefote called at the state 
department at noon by appoiiitment 
and delivered the answer. It Is believ- 
ed it had been In his possession sev- 
eral daya. Lord Pauncefote and Sec- 
retary Hay were closeted together half 
an hour. A copy of the answer was 

left with Mr. Hay, 

After disposing of the details, the 
note concluded with an expression of 
regret that such a course was forced 

upon tile lirifisli friivernment. There 
was notliinn in tlie nature of a counter 
[iroposii idu. nor was any o|)ening left 
for further action by the British gov- 
ernment. It was stated that if there 
is to be a further attempt to amend 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, so as to 
authorize the I'nlted states to con- 
struct a waterway across the isthmus, 
it is for the I'nited States to make the 
overture. The British government 
simply drops the matter at this point 
Secretary Hay carried the commu- 
nication to the White House to talk 
with the president as to th(> future ac- 
tion of the department. The impres- 
sion prevails that there will be no im- 
mediate ^ction looking toward the ne- 
gotiations of a treaty. (

Members of a secret society known 
as Mandoducats systematically ab- 
ducted and killed Filipinos favoring 
American rule. In two months tbe- 
Calamba Mandoducats killed \'J na- 
tives. The victims were usually bu.'- 
ied alive. Fear kept the people silent 

An officer of General Callles organ- 
ised and directed the operations of the 
Mandoducats in Calamba, liinani^ and 
other t,.\vns in the Laguna iiro\in. . . 
The ringleaders were arrested and 
tried and many suspects were held 
pending an Investigation. The arrests 
effectually checked the operations of 
the Mandodueats. 

The verdict of the military commis- 
sion which is trying the cases has not 
yet been annoimced. 

Communication Cut Off. 
Chicago, March 11. — ^All railroads 
suffered almost complete paralysis of 
tele;;i-aph service on account of the 
tornado from Texas. The Chicago and 
Northwestern lost about 15 miles of 
poles and wires, chiefly In Wisconsin, 
and the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul railroad suffered greatly, though 
there was no scriotis delay to the run- 
ning of trains. The storm levelled 
practically all wires between Chicago 
and St. Paul. The telegraph compan- 
ies without exception repotted abso- 
lute inability to handle the briefest 
message for that section. News ser- 
vice to pai)ers throughout Wisconsin 
and portions of luwa and Minnesota 
was limited to report transmitted by 
mail and e^ pt-i ss. 



The Texas Tornado. 
St Louis, March 11. — Reports from 
the stormrldden portions of Texas and 
Arkansas contintie to come In. The 

town of Pine Prairie. Avk.. 75 miles 
north of lexarkana, was swept away 
and many persons injured, two being 
killed. Damage at New Boston, Tex., 
will aggregate $6.'),000, and In the 
vicinity it is incalc ulable. Many farm 
houses have been unroofed and fami- 
lies left without a home. In New Bos- 
ton 36 store houses and residences 
were demolished. Not a life was lost 
The entire town of Blossom, Tex., 
which has a i;()i)ulaliou of 1,2U0 wad 
dismantled. 



Wisconsin's Shower of Ice. 
Milwaukee, .March 11. — The sleet 
storm whic h vititcjd Wisconsin, cut- 
ting the city off from communication 
with the outside world and damoraliz- 
ing railway trallie, was thi' most (I.s- 
astrous in y. ars. Kaihvay ni' u of 
wide experit lie,, ray such a situation 
has never before presented itsjlf to 
them. Officials of the telegraph com- 
l>anles report that between 600 and 700 
poles are down between Milwaukee 
and Chicago and that it will take a 
large numl)er of men several days to 
repair the damai;! and restore the ser- 
vice to normal eiei 1 tion. 

Ricardo Arrested. 

— A dibpatrh 
frdm MontevWeo says much excite- 
ment was caused by the arrest of Gen- 
eral Ricardo Fstc-van, prominent in po- 
litical and militaiy affairs of the re- 
public of Uruguay. This arrest is the 
result of agitation for a robuUion that 
has been cauaing much concern to the 
authorities. It is dcd.nr. d that evi- 
dence has been obtained ccn-i.-ctiMg 
Cieneral Kstevun direc lly with this a'.;i- 
tatlon. He was arrested by order of 
the president and is still held in cus- 
tody. It is believed other arrosts will 
be made very soon.

Final details are now practically com- 
pleted for'the actual annnation of the 

Chesapeake and Ol-.io railroad tO the 
Pennsylvania system. Tbe Pennsyl- 
vania's controlling financiers joined Wil- 
liam K. Vanderbilt and J. P. Morgan 
abont a year ago in the purchase of a 
majority of the Chesapeake and Ohio's 
capital atock— tbia being one of the 
earliest movea toward the development 
of the community of interest polity 
among important American railroads. 
Tbe proportion taken by the Pennsyl- 
vania was largest— araountinj;, by mu- 
tual agreement, to control. During re- 
cent montha tbia Interaat has been ex- 
tended, till now, directly and indirectly, 
the I'ennsylvania owns the independent 
working msjority. 

Now comes the step originally planned 
—the Pennsylvania is to take over the 
Chesapeake and Ohio, make it an in- 
tegral part of ita vast system, by tbe ex- 
ecution of a lease for 999 years. There 
is to be a Pennsylvania guarantee of 
dividends to Chesapeake and Ohio stock- 
boldera at 8 per cent, at the atart, with 
additional disbursements "as earned." 

Though Chesapeake and Ohio securi 
tiea have recently been oonapicnons on 
the New York Stock Exchange, no ofTicial 
suggestion has hitherto indicated this 
development. Wall street, of course, haa 
not believed that the big interest in 
Chesapeake and Ohio was acquired by 
tbe Pennsylvania without such well de- 
fined, far-reaching plans in view aa would 
eventually prove advantageona to both 
properties; but nowhere has there been 
expectation of tbe leaae poliey now de- 
termined npon. Generally tfatra bos 
been the idea that the Chesapeake would 
have to go through that waiting ex- 
perience which baa made Pan-handle se- 
curity holders weary through so many 
years, a policy which has had Pennsyl- 
vania exemplification for a variety of 
other "subordinate," or anziUary, prop* 
erties. 

But it is stated (on authority of charac- 
ter) that in tbe original compact nnder 
which tbe Pannaylvania- New York Cen- 
tral interests acijuired the controlling 
blocks of Chesapeake and Ohio, William 
K. Vandwbilt peraonally arranged a 
stipulation to the effect that all minority 
interests should have immediate and 
actual retnma from the trafBo operations 
of the property. Two members of the 
Vanderbilt family are among the laigest 
minority holders of Chesapeake and Ohio 
stock; and attorneys closely related to 
Vanderbilt interests are now active in 
tbe technical legal preliminaries that 
have to do with tbe leaae propoaed by 
tbe Pennsylvania. 

It is not disclosed when the lease will 
be perfected and made operative; many 
details are involved, bat none that is se- 
rious. Upon what can be considered as 
satisfactory authority, however, it is stat- 
ed that "only a comparatively little 
time is now needed" to complete the ar- 
rangement. The phenomenal increase 
of the eaminga of the Oheaapeaka and 
Ohio system warrant rapid progress. 
During the first two montha of this year 
gross earnings have risen over $330,000— 
approximately $2,000,000 for the year— 
and net earnings show a gain approach- 
ing 30 per cent. It is, however, in its 
c lal traffic (and it is tbe most important 
handler of bituminous) that the growth 
is most amazing. In January last year

Preaident Oasaatt, Mr. Vanderbilt and 

Mr. Mor^ran are credited with having 
given close personal attention to this 
Chesapeake and OMb project, and tbay 

see in it much that promises to he of 
great consequence beyond the mere ac^ 
oal abeorption of a "janior railRMd prop- 
erty" and the giving of investment sta- 
bility to that one corporation's securities.

Col. J. W. Bnrgess Wkose Death at

Brief mention was made Monday of 

the death of Col. J. W. Burgess, a cousin 
of Mr. J. B. Burgess of this city, at the 
former's home in Fort Worth, Texaa. 

To his last moment, Mr. Burgess de- 
clared that his death was due to an.ail'ec- 
tion of the lungs, caused by an accident 
received during his last visit to Ken 
tucky. He was in Fayette County look 
ing after his farm, when his horse fell 
with bim and bruised his left lung 
againat tbe saddle pump. This accident 
happened last fall. His physicians, how 
ever, attributad hia death to cancer of 
the liver. 

In pursuance to a wish expressed some 
time before his death, his remains will 
not be bronght to Kentocky, bat will be 
interred at Fort Worth. 

The Morning Democrat of Lexington 
contains this sketch of daeaaaad: 

"Col. J. W. Burgess was about si.vty- 
tbree years of age and was born in Mason 
County. He cama to fAxington imme- 
diately after the war and settled on a 
farm on the Russell Cave pike, which 
farm still belongs to his estate. 

"He married a Miaa Innia of the Rus- 
sell Cava naighbariiood. H9 conducted 
a shorthorn biaading farm on his farm 
for some tima. Ha than moved to Lex- 
ington and opened a livery aUble back 
oftbePhcenix Hotel. Later he establish- 
ed the stock yards, now conducted by 
the Gentry Brothera. 

"About ]S90 ha want to Texas and 
started in the ahorthom breeding busi- 
ness. His boainaaa eontinaad to grow 
and fortune so smiled upon him that he 
became known as the largest breeder of 
shorthorn cattle in America. His home 
waa in Fort Worth, but his ranch was 
sitoated about twelve miles from that 
city. He was the head of a happy family, 
being blessed with four boys and three 
girls, all of whom, together with his wife, 
survive him. 

'His estate is a large one, being esti- 
mated at over half a million dollars. 
Hia ranch contains S.OOO acres of the 
fineat grazing land in Texas. His herd 
of shorthorns is most valuable. He alao 
has a farm of 200 acres on the Russell 
Cave pike, besides other minor pieces of 
propaity.

The remains of the late Captain W. P. 
Walker wf-r.' taken to Cincinnati on the 
3:20 train Monday afternoon, and to-day 
at f p. m. they will be laid to reat In 
beautiful Spring drov*' Cemetery. 

CapUin Walker was bom at Fox 
Springe, Fleming Oouaty, April 1, 1820. 

At the early Hge of oidy sixteen he had 
mastered the trade of a ship builder and 
was in charite of a bofet-yard at Louis* 
ville. He bad not been engaged very 
long at bis trade before a party became 
indebted to him for the coiiHtnicfion of a 
Steamer and be took the boat in satisfac- 
tion of the debt. This gave him an op- 
porfiinity to enjjagH in Hteatiiboaling and 
he was among the first probably to estab- 
lish a line of iHMits between Cincinnati 
and Mempliis. This was the bf ^'inninK 
of a long and successful career on tlie 
Ohio and Missiesippi rivers, daring 
which Captain Walkt-r comniandt'd some 
of thr linest packets in the Ciu< innati 
and MeuiphiH and Cincinnati and New 
Orlean<i tra<leH. For several years during 
this peri)d he was also interested in a 
dry dock and boat yard at Memphis. In 
some reapecte his record on the river waa 
a most remarkable one, an he never lost 
a boat by accident . and no steam it iie ever 
commanded met with uu accident that 
resnited in the loss of a single passenger. 

In his declinini; Vfars he ri'fired from 
the river and spent the remainder of his 
days in this city, making bis home with 
his i)rother-iii-law. the late John B. (iil)- 
son, on West Fourth street until the 
latter's death and s'nce then with Mr. 
Gibdon's wid «w. For some time he bad 
lia^iered in a very serious condition an a 
result cf ({••"••ral debility. Friday even- 
ing be sank into a aleep from which he 
never awoke, the end coming at 9 o'clock 
.Sunilay nikjiit. 

Captain Walker married Eliza Lee 
Stewart of this city in 1847. She died in 
1880. Two sons were born of this union, 
only one of whom survives, Mr. Clitl' >S. 
Walker, General Southern Agent of the 
C, H. and I). Railroad. The other was 
the la e W. 1". Walker, Jr., who at the 
time of his death a few years ago was 
Frei»;bt TralUu Manager of the C. and O. 
Railroad.

.lust now much uncertainty fills the 
farmer's mind about the wheat outlook. 

This ancertainty la not, perhaps, so 
much with the farmer as with the miller, 
the grain dealer, the railroad people, the 
twine maken and the implement sellers. 
And then tradesmen, mechanics and 
laboring people are deeply interested. 
Wheat is marketed just in time to pay 
July accounts, to square up with the 
harvester and haymaker, to lay by for 
tobacco hands and hemp-cutting, and 
little cf the half million that Fayette's 
wheat crop brings in goes Into permanent 
savings. 

To look catually over the fields just 
now IS anything but encouraging. They 
are brown, bare and in strong contrast 
to their appearance a year ago, when 
every farmer was struggling with the 
question to graae or not to graae. 

The winter baa not been a cold one, 

but since NovembW 20 very dry, with 
no enow and many sharp frosts— a regu- 
lar Western winter, in fact, all save the 

cold and snow. The drill marks are as 
deep to-duy as when the seed was com- 
mitted to earth. The plants are in the 
bottom of the drill mark, sound and vital, 
but with frosty leaves and giving lo ap- 
parent evidence of capability tO yitid an 
hundrtdfold. 

The weather last fall was very dry, 
very warm and the fly (luite abundant. 
From infested fields it is hoping against 
hope to expect great yields. Bat in dry 
times farmers are disposed to seed deep 
ly, which is all right if weather condi- 
tions favor afterward; bat, nnfortnnate 
ly, this was not the case last year. The 
rainn, like the breaking of the doctor's 
chaise, came all in a lump, and came so 
gently and so copiously that the earth 
packed like a vise around the deeply 
sown plante, and, as was expected by 
by every one familiar with minatia of 
seed sowing, they damped ofT. 

Many fields entirely free of fly siifTcred 
from this error in aeeding, and such may 
yet retnm excellent yields. What the 
final ont( ome will be no one can yet fore- 
cast, but the fear of fiy is overestimated 
It is a qaestion of temperature and 
humidity. Should the spring be wet and 
warm, there will be little tillering of the 
plant, but immediate jointing and a light 
stand of straw; should the spring be 
wet, raw, cold and long-continued, the 
plant would tiller immediataly and a 
superb yield Result. 

In view of a mild winter, devoid of 
both rain and ehow, it Is easy to assume 
that spring will not linger in the lap of 
winter, and that the ratoma from tbia 
golden grain of life will yet fill every 
pulse and artery of our domestic com- 
maroe. ________
